Sir: 

This is a supplement to applicants' Petition Under 
37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b) (Form PTO/SB/64), filed concurrently 
herewith. Applicants are filing the petition more than 
three months after becoming aware that the above-identified 
application was abandoned. Accordingly, applicants submit 
herewith the explanation for the delay in filing this 
petition. 

Applicants transferred the above-identified 
application, along with a large number of related patent 
applications, to Fish & Neave for prosecution in July of 
1997. During the transition period an August 5, 1997 Office 
Action was apparently mailed to applicants' former 
representatives (copy of first page enclosed) . The Office 



Action was never received by applicants or Fish & Neave. Nor 
have applicants' former counsel been able to locate a copy 
in their files. They believe it was never received. 
Applicants and Fish & Neave received a Notice of Abandonment 
on April 30, 1998. 

Applicants delayed petitioning to revive the 
unintentionally abandoned application and filing the 
required response to the outstanding Office Action while 
they developed an overall strategy for advancing the 
prosecution of the family of seventeen applications of which 
this application is a member. 

From the date they became aware that the instant 
application was inadvertently abandoned until the present, 
applicants have been working diligently with Examiner Hauda 
to review the pending applications, including this 
application, and to work out an efficient strategy for 
expediting the prosecution of the inventions disclosed 
therein. With the help of Examiner Hauda and SPE Stanton, 
applicants have made progress toward that goal. Applicants' 
have now been able to file this petition to revive the 
unintentionally abandoned application and to submit claims 
in an Amendment and Response to the August 5, 1997 Office 
Action, that take into account language that the Examiner 
has indicated to be acceptable.
